target for flying fists.

serves hurriedly called rushed to 
the scene and restored order. 


Acting mayor Walmsley, spokes 


man for the council, told the com- 
mittee of 200 labor members that 
the petition would be given full 
consdieration. 
The room became 


noisy and the acting mayor de- 
clared the meeting adjourned. As 
commission members began to file 
out the chamber to their offices a 
woman stopped the mayor with a 
remark, and when he slopped a 
crowd of men rushed him. He was 
struck in the abdomen. Commis- 
sioners Haba mind Hall were beaten 
before police could rescue them.

He 
was knocked down and kicked and 
beaten before he could be rescued.
